Attorney General John C. Hart 
Finds Solution to Puzzle of 
Representative-Elect R. C. 
Norman. 


————— 


The case of Representative-elect KF. 
C. Norman, of Wilkes county, thought 
to be very much of a puzzle, becomes 
very muoh simplified upon carefu! con- 
sideration of the law. 

Mr. Norman, after reading the de- 
cision of the supreme court in the Mc- 
Williams case, that inasnimuch as he neld 
a commission from the state as solicitor 
of tiie city court of Weshingion at the 
time of his election to the house, he was 
disqualified, therefore tendered his 
resignation to the governor. 

The question was asked how could 
he resign until he had qualified, and 
how could he qualify if he was in- 
eligible? 

Notwithstanding the decision of the 
Supreme court, Attorney General John 
C. Hart holds, after an inspection of 
the law, that the holding of a commis- 
sion as solicitor of the city court did 
not disqualify Mr. Norman from elec- 
tion to the general assembly, but that it 
wouid disqualify him from holding his 
seat therein. 

‘In other words, Mr. Norman will be- 
come legally a member of the general 
assembly, provided his term as solicitor 
expires or he resigns as such before he 
takes the oath of office as a legislater. 

But, in any event, under the const!- 
tution of the state, the house of repre- 
Sentatives is the sole judge of the qual- 
ifications of its. owiw members. And 
even though it might be illega! for Mr. 
Norman to remain both solicitor of the 
city court of Washington and qa mem- 
ber of the house, the latter body has it 
within its power under the constitution 
80 to @ecide, though it is hardly Hkely 
that it would permit a member Illegally 
to retain his seat. 

Under this view of the case, it be- 
comes very much simplified. Mr. Nor- 
man has only to tender his resignation 
&s solicitor before he takes the oath as 
& legislator, and there will be no fur- 
ther trouble about it.

STOCK YARDS CASE 
IS LOST BY SOUTHERN 


Louisville and Nashville Sus- 
tained by United States 
Supreme Court. 


Washington, January 28.—The s6t- 
preme court of the United States today 
reversed the decision of the Kentucky 
court of appeals, requiring the Louls- 
ville and Nashville Railroad Company 
to’ switch and deliver to the Southern 
Railway Company live stock shipped 
over the former road in its own cars 
and consigned to the central yards, 
The stock yards are located on the 
Southern road, nine miles out of Louis- 
ville, and it was charged that in an 
effort to discriminate in favor of the 
Bourbon stock yards, the Louisvilte 
end Nashvijle Company has refused to 
make the transfer to the Southern road, 
notwithstanding the Hnes connect at 
more fhan one place in and near Louls- 
ville. 

The opinion was announced by Jmus- 
tice Holmes, and proceeded on the 
theory that the transfer requirement 
was an interference with interstate 
commerce. Justices Harlan, McKenna 
and Moody dissented. 

The case affects the constitution of 
Kentucky, as it was under a provision 
dn ft, and not under a state law, that 
the attempt was made to compel the 
transfer. The effect of the decision is 
to hold the provision ineffective with- 
out law.

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POSTAL BANK MEASURE 
OPPOSED BY HEYBURN 


Declares It an Attempt to Es- 
tablish European System 
in America. 


Washington, January 25.—Senator 
Heyburn, of Idaho, today spoke at 
length in the senate in opposition to 
the postal savings bank bill. He de- 
clared that it was merely an attempt 
to establish a system in the United 
States, applicable only to conditions in 
such countries as Germany, France and 
England. It was, he said, a plan for 
taking money from the poor to lend it 
to the rich, through the instrumentality 
of the natfonal banks. 

Senator Carter replied to Mr. Hey- 
burn. He gaid he would urge the con- 
sideration of the postal savings bank 
bill at every opportunity, until it is 
disposed of. He claimed that Mr. Hey- 
burn’s opposition was not directed to 
practical difficulties. 

In committee of the whole the sen- 
ate adopted the committee amendments, 
limiting to $500 the amount that one 
depositor may have to his credit, under 
the posta] savings bill, and fixing the 
interest rate at 2 per cent, with the 
understanding that this amendment 
would be subject to further change by 
the senate. 

Senator Cummins laid before the sen. 
ate his amendment, providing that pos- 
tal savings funds may be deposited in 
any national, state or territorial bank 
under certain restrictions, and fixing 
the rate of interest to be paid at 4 1-4 
per cent, on which he will speak at 
s0me future time.

He claims that 
Smith is trying to wipe out the indus- 
trial feature at Morris Brown Col- 
lege, and charges that the members of 
the church in Georgia are being mulcted 
by the bishop. 

Bishop Smith etated to a representa- 
tive of The Constitution that Harmon's 
charges are the result of the spite and 
that he has no standing in the church.

Congress continues to stand aghast at the war bogie. 

Familiarity has failed to breed contempt of this papier mache fright 
behind which the jingoes are laughing at their own premeditated agitation. 

“War with Japan!” It is the jingo’s ‘dough face.” 

While children may tremble in momentary fright, grown men laugh. 

With hair on end congress votes more millions for the navy—just what 
the jingoes and those who are making use of them are seeking to accomplish. 

In this good year of peace and prospects for its more firm and substan- 
tial cementing against chip and shoulder episodes, we must spend $135, 000,- 
v00—a record-breaking sum—for atmor plate and guns. 

And why? In answer some one points dramatically to Japan. 

We vote the money and build the ships and then settle down to a season 
of calm forgetfulness of it all unti] another naval bill comes up for action. 

Then the same old bogie is taken momentarily from the seclusion of his 
backstairs closet while the. naval enthusiasts—perhaps also the shipbuilders— 
dance around him as the Alaskan Indians do before their totem pole. 

The American people must foot the bills and they, too, must be fright- 
ened if possible, into an attitude of silence, if not submission. 

In the meanwhile official and industrial Japan devotes herself to the arts 
of peace and, we have it from Prime Minister Marquis Katsura, seeks to 
develop herself into a strong commercial nation. 

Japan, likewise, has her jingoes; no country is without them. There is 
always a certain element in every nation that delights in war and the 
products of it. Nothing would give them greater satisfaction than to embroil 
their own country in violent and bloody conflict. Sometimes the hope of 
gain may be at the bottam of it; at others, it borders on mental irrespon- 
sibility. : 

Japan has given evéry evidence of her friendship to the United States. 
She has, it seems, in good faith, sought to check the tide of Japanese emi- 
gration to our Pacific shores; figures would indicate the effort has been 
attended with good results. 

_ The Root-Takahira convention either means something or it fs a decep- 
tion and a fraud. 

We cannot conceive that an agreement to submit any possible dis- 
putes to peaceable arbitration, signed by the authorized representatives 
of the two countries, was conceived in deceit and executed with dishonest 
reservation. 

Yet that is the doctrine which the insidious jingoes would quietly dis- 
seminate. 

“We must have force and plenty of it.” That is their view, their one 
idea, and they would stop at nothing in fixing and giving it tangible shape. 

But we are not going to fight Japan, nor is Japan going to fight us: at 
least, not with men and arms behind turrets and in submarinés. 

Our chief contest with Japan is to be a ‘peaceful one—a competition in 
the commerce of the east, where we must struggle to maintain our share 
against the industry and the energy of a powerful and gréwing commercial 
people. 

In this contest we need not the force of a gigantic navy, but the,power 
of industrial effort. % 

A dozen battleships would not sell a bale of cotton goods or find a 
market for a single American machine.

So Says Letter to Constitution. 
Dr. John White Leaves 
for Cleveland. 


Dr. John E. White, pastor of the Sec- 
ond Baptist church and author of the 
“Live Like Christ Movement” in At- 
lanta, through sermons preached for 
the last two Sundays on that subject, 
leaves on Thursday for Cleveland, Ohio, 
the birthplace of the movement, not{ 
with a view to studying it any further, 
but to be one of the speakers of the 
International Home Missions Publicity 
Campaign. 

His subject there wil] be “The Back- 
ward People.” From Cleveland Dr. 
White will go to Pittsburg, Pa., and 
Baltimore, where this same talk wili 


be made. He will return to Atlanta 
and deliver it at the Central Presbyte- 
rian church on Washington street. 
This is a meeting participated in by 
all of the missionary boards of all de- 
nominations in an effort to arouse the 
public on the importance of home mis- 


sions. 
Dr. White, in discussing the “Live 


Like Christ’ movement, said: “Unless ! 
there comes a spontaneous movement 
in this direction ffom some of the 
church societies, I shall do nothing fur- 
ther along this line, but shall await: 
developments. The name given the 
movement is somewhat misleading. It 
does not mean that those who follow 
it shall try to live in the twentieth cen- 
tury the iife of the first, but are sim- 
ply trying to live their lives, from day 
to dav, just as Christ would have them 
live it. The movement has created 
widespread interest in Atlanta and 
there is a great deal of discussion about 
it all over the city.” 

Among the letters sent to The Con- 
stitution about it for publication is one 
which states that if the movement is 
inaugurated in Atlanta some of the 
followers are liable to be crucified or 
hanged. This letter, in full, is as fol- 
lows: 

If the young people of the Second Baptist 
church who have declarea their intention to 
‘do for one month exactly as Christ did 
during His sojourn on earth’ carry out their 
resolutions, some of them are apt to be cru- 
cified or hung, unless tney are given the 
protection of the civil law. 

I know a man who had his throat cut, 
ard who was almost kiiled on the streets of 
Cordele last spring for doing only some of 
the things that Christ did while He was on 
earth. 

If there are any people so curious as to 
want to know what this man did, I would 
be glad to tell them,: but I guess there are 
some who will not care to know.

CAN. INJURE PEACH 


Cold Spell Will Not Hurt 
the Crop.

State Entomologist Worsham 
Says Buds Have Not Yet De- 
veloped Sufficiently to Be 
Hurt. mes 


“It” would take a good, hard freeze 
eat the present time to ruin the peach 
crop.”—State Entomologist. 

There have been rumors rife during 
the past few days by everyone in gen- 
eral end no one in particular that the 
peach crop was simply gone, and could 
not be recovered; that the delicious 
fruit was destroyed, and no peaches 
would be consumed this year, because 
this warm spell of weather would sure- 
ly be followed by a cold spell, abso- 
Jutely killing every bud, tree, and ev- 
erything near to It. 

State Entomologist Worsham does not 
think s0,,.He states that if the present 
weather contimues (note that word con- 
tinues) the crop will be hurt. The buds,. 
as far as he is able to ascertain, have 
not developed to that state. where a 
cold spell would injure them. Of course, 
if warm weather continued, they would 
get to that state, and then a cold wave 
would hurt. It is very difficult to 
freeze the cell sap of the peach, for the 
cold has to get into the interior of 
the bud. As long as water is | kept 
from the interier, there is no danger 
and the bud is safe. 

Of course, a cold spell is greatly de- 
sired, in order to keep anything from 
happening. Ten days more of this 
weather would hurt, but who knows 
when a cold spell is going to touch this 
world?

No Franchise Under Fed- 
eral Act of 1866. 


Federal Court Denies Petition 
for Injunction — Case Will 
Be Carried to the Supreme 
Court. 


In an opinion handed down by Judge 
Newman, of the United States court, 
yesterday, the estern Union Telegraph 
Company has”  anchise under the 
act of the federm dngress of July, 1866. 

Seme time ago the Western Union ob- 
jected to the collection of a tax on its 
franchise in the state of Georgia, fixed 
by a board of arbitration, declaring that 


their franchise came bythe national con- 
gress act and was not taxable in any 
amount. and asked the United States 
court for an injunétion against the col- 
lection of the taxes on that franchise, 
the company agreeing, however, to pay 
the taxes on the tangible property with- 
in the state as it was fixed by the board, 

Within the state the valuation of the 
franchise as fixed by ‘the board was 
about $500,000, just one-half the amount 
Comptroller General Wright had assess- 
ed, while the valuation placed upon the 
tangible property was about $950,000. 

In its refusal to pay taxes upon the 
franchise the Western Union company, 
through its attorneys, Dorsey, Brewster, 
Howell & Heyman, made the plea that 
|the state of Georgia could not assess 
the franchise for tgxation, declaring 
that that franchise came to the company 
by an act of congress in July, 
for that reason, being a national crea- 
tion, the franchise was not subject to 
taxation. It then asked that the col- 
lection of the franchise taxes be en- 
joined. To that bill for an injunction 
Attorney General Hart filed a demurrer 
on pehalf of Comptroller General Wright 
and in the paper set up that to enjoin the 
action of the board of arbitrators would 
be to enjoin a court, as that board was 
a state court, its functions being judicial, 
| and that such action was in violation 
of section 720 of the revised statutes of 
the United States. 

im his.opinion, Judge Newman said 
that “if the contention of the Western 
Union is not sustained it will render 
unnecessary the determination of the 
auestion as to whether the board of ar- 
bitrators, provided for under ‘the statutes 
of the state of Georgia, is a court in 
such sense that its acts cannot be en- 
joined by this court.’”’ After quoting a 
paragraph in the board of arbitrators’ 
findings, Judge Newman says that it 
(the board) apparently assumed that a 
part of the valuation of the franchise 
was derived and exercised under the act 
of congress of July, 1866. It was then 
emphatically asserted by Judge New- 
man, in his opinion, that that act did not 
«give the Weetern Union a franchise, 
saying that repeated decisions of the su- 
preme court show ‘that the franchise 
under which the company operases in all 
the states of the United States is the 
franchise it derives by its charter from 
the state of New York. 

The Western Uhion Telegraph Com- 
pany has no federal franchise, declares 
Judge Newman in his opinion. That 
whieh it obtained by the acf of congress 
of July, |866,was permissive only, he says. 
A similar case brought by the Western 
Union in Massachusetts is then clhed, 
eustaining Judge Newman’s contention 
as was another going to the federal 
geupreme court from the courts of Mis- 
ecuri. ven did the board of arbitrators 
believe, said Judge Newman, that part 
of the franchise came to the Western 
Union tecause of the congréssiona) act 
of July, 1866, which was a mistake, 
that mistake should in no way whatever 
affect their findings and “doesn’t au- 
theorize this court to interfere with their 
action.” 

The closing paregrapltt declares that 
the demurrer by Comptroller General 
Wright is sustained. 

When advised of the opinion rendered 
by Judge Newman, Albert Howell, of 
the legal firm represerting the Western 
Union, declared that the case would be 
carried to the supreme court of the 
United States. 

“And in the meantime the collection 
of the franchise tax by the comptroller 
general will ibe held in abeyance,” said 
Mr. Howell.

Fort Valley, Ga., Jamuary 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Despite the unusually warm 
weather that has prevailed during this 
winter, and the anxiety that its con- 
tinuance has caused, the orchardists in 
particular and the public in general, 
it is a fact that.up to this time the 
prospects are all that could be desired 
for a peach crop. The trees are in ex- 
cellent condition, having been well-cul- 
tivated, fertilized and sprayed. The 
buds are perfectly dormant and show 
no signs of swelling, except in a few 
isolated places of very old trees that 
have been abandoned or indifferently 
cared for. ~* 

Prospects for Good Crop. 

Interviews with such prominent grow- 
ers as John H. Baird, of the Hale or- 
chards; A. J. Evans, T. L. Burden, of 
the Moss Lake Fruit Farm; J. L. Wil- 
son, O. M. Houser, ®. A. Hiley and 
others, develops the fact that the trees 
are well-fruited with buds, though, as 
a rule, not as heavy as last year and 
that if the warm weather is succeeded 
by ‘cold within two weeks the prospects 
ere excellent for a fine yield.

T. L. Burden, of the Moss Lake Frulft 
Farm, says: “Our trees are in fine 
condition and the prospects are excel- 
lent for a good crop as the buds are 
perfectly dormant; but. a continuation 
of this warm weather for two weeks 
would no doubt work havoc with our 
prospect.” 

Dr, W. G. Wright, possibly the larg- 
est individual grower in the state, is 
satisfied with the present prospects, 
but is desirous of seeing some cold 
weather. A close inapection of his 
orchard reveals perfectly dormant buds, 
but he expresses doubt as to the safety 
of the crop if this unusual weather 
continues fer ten days. 

A. J. Evans, owner of orchards nere 
and at Byron, when interviewed, ex- 
pressed satisfaction at the condition of 
things as they are now, but was fearful 
of the reault with a continuation of the 
high, temperature that has prevailed re- 
cently. 

The consensus of opinion among 
those best qualified to judge is that 
at present the crop is perfectly safe, 
but will be in doubt unless there is a 
cecided change in the weather within 
ten days or two weeks. Should the de- 
sired weather arrive in time, there is 
every prospect of a fine yield, not as 
heavy as last year, but sufficiently 
large to make # a profitable season for 
the growers.

DEFINITE 


~— FOR THE MILITIA 
Oliver Acts on Sugges- 
tions by National Board. 


In Its Report the National Mili- 
tia Board Urged Adoption of 
a Definite Policy for the 
United States. 


Washington, January 25.—As the-rep- 
resentative of the war department, As- 
sistant Secretary Oliver has acted upon 
a number of recommendations made by 
the national militia board, designed to 
increase the efficienay of the organized 
militia. The recommendation for de- 
tail of noncommissioned officers of the 
army for duty with the organized miii- 
tia was approved,. conditioned upon the 
settlement of the question of the right 
to pay the expense for quarters, heat, 
light, medical attendance and traveling 
expenses out of the federal appropria- 
tions for the militia. 

Approval was given to the recom- 
mendations for a second series of in- 
spections, with the view to reporting 
On the organization, armament and dis- 
cipline (instruction) of the organized 
militia; for a system of correspondence 
echools for the militia; and the issue of 
horses for militia field artillery, to be 
charged against federal appropriations. 

Mr. Oliver disapproved recommenda- 
tions for the allowance Of pay and 
traveling expenses of officers of the mi- 
litia engaged in giving instruction in 
rifle practice, or on continuous duty at 
rifle ranges, on the ground that such 
payments are not authorized by law. 
The recommendation for the issue of 
white gloves, as part of the clothing 
allowance, was disapproved, on the 
ground that white gloves do not con- 
stitute a part of the field service unl- 
form. 

Adoption of cap and collar insignia 
to identify the wearer as a member of 
the first line of the national forces, 
etc., was approved, with the proviso, 
however, that the time Is not yet ripe 
for the adoption of such insignia. The 
recommendation for au allowance for 
ammunition cases, bandoleers and clips 
is still under consideration. 

In its report the national militia 
board said it regarded as of very great 
importance the question of the adop- 
tion of a definite military policy for 
the United States, with particular refer- 
ence to a complete coordination of ef- 
fort between the regular army and the 
organized militia, and a combined or- 
ganization of the two branches of the 
first line of defense. General Oliver 
saiq that this matter is already under 
consideration by the general staff. The 
militia board expressed its approval of 
the bill pending in congress, providing 
for an addition of 612 officers to the 
regular army, and said that the organ- 
ized militia will make every effort to 
secure its passage.

Rider Begged

Taylor and Rankin 


Ed Marshall Tells His Own 
Story to Jury About 
the Killing. 


Union City, Tenn., January 25.—iNerv- 
ously rubbing his hands, Ed Marshall, 
on trial for complicity in the murder 
of Captain Quentin Rankin, testified 
this afternoon in his own behalf. The 
court room had been almost deserted 
but within a few 
moments after Marshall began to tell 
his story every seat was taken, and 
soon the largest crowa that has attend- 
ed any of the trials was breathlessly 
listening to every word uttered. 

Subjected to a rigid cross-examination 
the witness several times became con- 
fused and contradicted himself. He said 
that he first saw the night riders last 
summer when they came to his house 
and gave him some orders; later he was 
told that unless he joined them he and 
his wife and baby would be killed and 
his property burned. He went with 
Fred Pinion, sentenced to hang, to the 
rendézvous and took the oath; he met 
with them a number of times, but 
staunchly denied participating in any 
crime. He knew very few of the band, 
and could not be positive who the leader 
was. He had been told that the leader 
was Fehringer. 

At Walnut Log, becoming convinced 
that Cofonel Taylor and Captain Dankin 
were to be killed, he pleaded with.the 
leader to save their lives. Failing in 
this he mounted his horse and rode 
away before the firing began. 

He Sobbed. 


‘tT was sobbing,” he sald, ‘ and 
Colonel Taylor knew what I did 
him he would embrace me now.” 

He was still on the stand when court 
adjourned, and his cross-examination 
will continue tomorrow.
